GOVERNMENT'S SUBMISSION TO THE COURT 
IN PREPARATION FOR THE UPCOMING P[.EA HEARING 

The United States, by and ihroLigh its attorney, tiie United States Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, hereby submits the foUowing in preparation for a plea hearing in the instant case. 

I. ELEMENTS OF THE OFFENSE: 

The essential elements of the offense of Possession of a Firearm by a Convicted Felon, in 
violalion of IS U.S.C. § 922(g){l), are: 

1 . That the defendant knowingly possessed a firearm, that is, a handgun; 

2. That the firearm had been shipped or transported from one state to another; and, 

3. That at the time the defendant possessed the handgun, the defendant had been 
convicted of a crime punishable by imprisonment for a term exceeding one year, 
and such crime does not involve tlie exceptions in IS U.S.C. § 921(a)(20),' 

SeeDistrictof Columbia Criminal Jury Instruction 4.79 (1993) ("Red Book"). 
II. COPY OF THE PLEA AGREEMENT: 
A copy of the plea agreement, not yet executed by the defendant, is attached. 



' In 18 U.S.C. § 921(a)(20), the statute defines a "crime punishable by imprisomnent for a 
term exceeding one year" as excluding such business crimes as antitrust offenses, as well as 
offenses characterized by the state as misdemeanors that are punishable by imprisonment for two 
years or less. The predicate felony in this case does not trigger any of these exceptions. 
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III. PENALTIES: 

Pursuanl to IS U.S.C. §§ 922(g), 924(a)(2), and 3571(b)(3), the defendant may be 
imprisoned for not more than ten years, subjected to a fine of not more than $250,000, or both. 
Furthennore, he may be subjected to a tenn of supen'ised release of not more than tluee years. 
18 U.S.C. § 3583(b)(2). 

The defendant agrees to pay a special assessment of SI 00 to the Clerk's Office for the 

United States District Court prior to the date of sentencing.
